of the fruit'pointing upward-to all 
appearances upside down.

consumption-, about 


wb'f h so little Is known to tue average ! 
person, as the banana. 
Scarcely one 


tnan In a thousand not connected with 
the business knows what a banana 
tree looks like. 


Tbe fruit is never allowed to ripen 


op the tree, but Is cut half or three- 
quarters "full"-that Is, half to three- 
quarters developed, according to tbe 
dlstance'U Is to be shlpped-and comes 
to maturity by feeding from tbe stalk, 
which contains a large amount of sap. 
Bananas cut In this way attain prac- 
tically the .same size as If allowed to 
remain on the tree, in which case the 
bunch becomes too much of a burden 
for Its support and 'either falls or 
breaks the tree and ripens on the 
ground. 


After .the cutting tbe plantation Is 


"cleaned." which merely consists of 
scvcrlrig'the standing trunks within ft 
few feet of the ground, and a new tree 
comes forth from the remains of Its 
predecessor, so Ibat the fruit in all 
stages of growth is to be found nt the 
same time, and theyleld is continuous.

Difference Between a Sanitarium and 


a Sanatorium. 


Tho words "sanitarium" and "sana- 


torium" are popularly understood to 
have the same meaning and are gen- 
erally used Interchangeably when des- 
ignating or describing places of ref- 
uge for sick people, tut there Is, In 
fact, quite a distinction between the 
meaning of the two words. In answer 
to a correspondent on this subject the 
Literary Digest saya: 


"The distinction between these words 


lies In the Tact that they nre derived 
from (wo different Latin roots. 'San- 
atorium' Is derived from ihe Inle Latin 
sanatgrlus. meaning health giving- The 
term relates specially to 'an Institution 
for treatment of disease or care Of In- 
valids, especially an establishment em- 
ploying natural therapeutic a Rents or 
conditions |>ecallar to the locality or 
some specfoc treatment or treating 
particular diseases.'

In 
the same ruins with the tablets havo 
been'-found'the glass lensea which 
were used by their readers. The writ- 
ing was done, while the tablets were 
still soft, by a little Iron tracer, not 
pointed, but triangular at the end. By 
slightly pressing this end on the soft 
moist clay the inscriptions were made. 
Ebe tablets, having been inscribed on 
both sides and accurately numbered, 
were baked In ovens aud stored away 
In

OLD TIMEJiAT STAMPS. 


Death Used to Be the Penalty In Eng- 


land For Forging Them. 


Hats bave In England^ been subject 


to very severe protective enactments. 
The blocked beaver bat, for Instance, 
imported by Sir Walter Raleigh from 
the Low Countries, won Its way so 
rapidly that In 1571 Queen Elizabeth 
passed an act to protect the making 
of "thrummed" caps, 'made from wool, 
for tbe advantage of the landed pro- 
prietors, whose sheep furnished the 
material. 
The statute provided that 


every male person "shall on Sundays 
and holidays wear on his head a cap 
of velvet wool made In/England, pen- 
alty, 3s. Gd.'per day. , 


About a century later the law. for 


which there Is nothing too ulgh or too" 
low, having taied men's shoes, turned 
Its attention once more to their l^ats 
and soon put a cbcck on all improve- 
ments In the trade by requiring every 
vender of .hats to.take out a license 
under a heavy penalty. Subsequently 
n stamp duty was imposed on all bats, 
which were ofllcinlly marked^ Inside, 
where tbe maker's name now a~ppcars. 
The penalty for selling a hat without 
a stamp wns flO.-and the penalty for 
forging a 
bat 
stamp- was dentil, 


whence, no doubt, the modern custom 
of the man wbo goes to church,-sits 
down, looks Into bis bat—to read bis 
maker's name!—London Chronicle..-,.

An English Sanctuary. 


Beverlcy minster. ISO miles north of 


London, is tbe shrine of St. John of 
Beverley. who died In the year 721, In

This was not merely for man slaying; 
it was open to nil .wrongdoers ercept 
those who had.been guilty of treason. 
For'ordinary offenses, such, as horse 
stealing, cattle stealing, being back- 
ward in .accounts or being In receipt of 
suspected goods, n man cams Into 
sanctuary about a mlleNfrom tbe mon- 
astery or church. 
There used to he 


four crosses on the'tnaln roads leading 
to Beverley. marking the limit of the 
area. 
In cases of manslaughter<nnd 


murder It wns not sufficient to be with- 
in one of these crosses. 
Before tbe 


fugitive could claim sanctuary he must 
enter the church and seat himself (n 
a stone chair known as the "frld 
stool".or.'.'freed chair." To this place 
many fled for refuge from all parts of 
the country. 


Remarkable Alteration Which Takes 


Place In the Metal. 


Anything made of tin, It seems, Is 


doomed to a brief existence. This 
metiil Is subject to a remarkable kind 
of altciatlon, a species of disease to 
whlrh It Is liable. 
When exposed to 


the air. tin undergoes . no chemical 
change, as do Irojj- and copper, which, 
ol course, chemically combine with the 
oiygcn 'or with water. The tin, how- 
ever, still rcinnlus •metallic tin, but 
gnidually becomes gray, and dull nnd 
falls to fln« powder. 


The dlseafc- Is "catching." It Infects 


or Induces tbe sumc change In other 
masses of tin In tbe Immediate neigh- 
borhood. 
We are told that'In a Rus- 


sian imperial magazine, In place of tlu 
uniform buttons, little heaps of powder 
were found. 'A consignment of Banka 
tin sent from Rotterdam to Moscow 
In '1877 arrived at the latter place in 
the iform of iwwder. Tbis alteration Is 
duo to n change in the internal crys- 
talline structure of the metnl and Is 
analogous to the slow transformation 
of monocllu'lc sulphur to rhombic sul- 
phur. 
As a result, objects of tin. of 


archaeological interest are rare. Those 
that have been found bare been In the 
form of earthenware vessels, knobs, 
.etc., which have been found in the 
Swiss lake dwellings coated with tin 
foil. 'Cassltcrire or.tinstone is the sin- 
gle ore from which the tin has been 
obtained In any quantity.—Knowledge 
and Scientific News, London.
